—The United States has decided to 
abolish Shmtoism as a state relig- 
ion in Japan it has been disclosed 


This measure one of the most 


drastic yet determined upon in re- 
making Japan into a peaceful na- 
tion, wall not affect Shmtoism "in 
so far as it is a religion of indi- 
vidual Japanese", the announce- 
ment said 


The cult however is to lose its 


government support 
its special 


taxes, and its place in the schools 
of Japan. 


Considered Potent Factor 


The policy was announced by 


John Carter Vincent chief of far 
eastern affairs at the stntp depart- 
ment, who said ail those special 
privileges which Shmtoism had as 
a state religion aie "to be done 
away with" The state religion has 
been regarded as one of the power- 
ful controls which Japan s militar- 
ist leadeis exercised over their 
people

Washington's decision to 'abol 


ish Shinto as a state religion in 
Japan may prove to be the key 
to that misguided country s re- 
formation, for much of the hold 
which the militarists had on the 
people was attributable to the 
fact that the government spoke 
through the mouth of sacred Shm- 
to. 


Lest there be some who fear 


this is a blow at freedom to wor- 
ship, it should be stated that it 
is not. 
The plan merely disasso- 


ciates the religion from the very 
obvious evils of government con- 
trol, but leaves the individual Jap- 
anese the right to worship as he 
chooses. 
If he clings to the an- 


cestor and hero worship, which 
is the basis of Shinto (the way 
of the gods), then it is his pre- 
rogative to do so. 


The Shinto-state setup has been 


a "natural" for the industrial ty- 
coons and militarists, who have

Therefore it may be an- 
ticipated that strikes will increase 
in number during the

sinkers will be thrown out of 
work through the interrupting of 
public services such as transpor- 
lation, electric power and water 
supply, and the production of ma- 
terials such as roller-beanngs. for 
ack of which many other indus- 
tries must quit operations. 


There are some in congress who 


look forward to a winter ot fight- 
ing and public suffering and lath- 
er grimly welcome the prospect 
as a showdown, believing that an 
element of the nation which only 
recently has been discovering Its 
own existence will then demand 
relief and protection under law.

ent supreme soviet must seek 10- 
election next Feh. 10 if they are 
to continue in their seats for an- 
other four years. 


The first general elections in 


the soviet union since Dec. 12, 
19117, were ordered held in Febru- 
ary by the presidium of the su- 
preme soviet yesterday. 


The terms of deputies chosen in 


1937 would have run out at the 
end of 1941, but elections were 
post-poned from year to year be- 
cause of the war. 


Make-Up of Soviet 


When the current supreme so- 


viet was elected it had the follow- 
ing make-up: 


The council of the union: 569 


deputies (461 Communists and 108 
nonparty persons.) 


The council 
of 
nationalities: 


574 deputies 
(409 Communists 


and 165 nonparty members.) 


The council of the union is 


elected on a population basis, one 
deputy for each 300,000 persons. 


The council of nationalities is 


chosen according to union and 
autonomous regions and national 
areas. Citizens of a union repub- 
lic elect 25 deputies, those of an 
autonomous republic, 
11; 
each 


autonomous region five and each 
national area one. 


Vote on One Candidate 


Only 
one political 
party, the 


Communists, participates in elec- 
tions. 
(It is the only legal politi- 


cal party in Russia.) 
Some non- 


party persons are elected. 


On election day the voters vote 


on only one candidate for a posi- 
tlon—one who is nominated in ad- 
\ance. If a voter does not want 
this candidate, 
he 
turns in a 


blank ballot. 


Men and 
women 
who 
have 


reached the age of 18 are entitled 
to vote. 
They also can hold of- 


fice. 
In the last election 77 wo- 


men were named to the council 
of the union and 110 to the coun- 
cil of nationalities.

Father of Victim 
of Annamites Has 


Voiced a Protest 


Washington, Oct. 8-l-Charles S 


Dewey, former Republican con- 
gressman from Chicago has told 
President Truman that the United 
States must be prepared to pro- 
tect its citizens, civil and military, 
from unprovoked attack when they 
are representing the interests of 
their country. 


Devvey's visit to the President 


was motivated by the death of nis> 
son, L.t. Col. A. Peter Dewey, who 
was killed by Annamite revolu- 
tionists in Indo-Chma, 
Sept. 26. 


Reports from Saigon indicate Col. 
Dewey's body *s being held by the 
Annamites to demonstrate 
their 


revolutionary power. 


Dewey left a letter with Mr. 


Truman m which he recalled the 
phrase of an early American flag 
"Don't Tread on Me.' In his let- 
ter, he said the 
same 
thought 


must prevail m present day Amer- 
ican operations. 


Wants Murderers Tried 


The President was asked that 


Col. 
Dewey's boy 
be 
recovered, 


that his murderers bfe brought to 
trial, and that the United States 
show by its actions that it intends 
to protect its citizens, civil and 
military. 


"Mrs. Dewey and I feel that the 


loss of our boy is a private grief,' 
Dewey said in an interview after 
his White House visit. 
"But we 


don't want him to have died in 
vain. He won't have if his death 
brings to public attention the fact 
that other boys are representing 
American interests in out of the 
way places and that their safety 
must be assured. 


"These boys should be free from 


any unprovoked attack by 
any 


revoluationary group and should 
be accorded the respect due the 
government of the United States. 
Would be attackers 
should 
be 


taught to say 
to 
themselves, 


'Don't take a chance, he looks like 
an American.' " 


"Must Protect Americana" 


Dewey said in 
the 
interview 


that if the United States intends 
to stay in the international pic- 
ture, it must protect its represen- 
tatives from unprovoked attack. 
By their actions, Americans over- 
seas must uphold the dignity of 
the United States, he added. 


"In carrying on works of relief," 


Dewey continued, "which may be 
performed in countries in which 
there may be contending political 
parties, the United States is tak- 
ing such 'a large part in the send- 
ing of supplies and 
assistance 


that it will have to have both 
civilian and military representa- 
tives present. 


"Lt. Col. Dewey was acting in 


such a 
capacity, 
representing 


American interests as chief of a 
military mission. If his murder- 
ers are not called to account, the 
United States will surely lose face 
in those oriental countries.
